» Many Farm-to-Market Highways 


‘The State’s neglect of some of 
its highways was shown in the 
second report of a Constitution 
survey of highway conditions in 
Georgia Sunday. 

While the first report, covering 
21 counties. showed that rural 
roads this Winter are, generally 
speaking, sonfe better than they 
have been in the past, the second 
réport, covering 17 additional 
counties, shows an increase in the 
percent.ce of bad roads. 

The reports, from Constitution 
correspondents showed that rural 
roads in most Georgia counties 
thus far studiec are in fair condl- 
tion. They also showed that the 
impassab!« roads lie generally on 
county systems and not on the 
State highway system. County 
Commissivners in many counties 
are purchasing road machinery 
and the coiinties and State are 
improving highways. 

Several counties are making ef- 
forts to have additional county 
roads taken into the State system. 

The worst report came from 
Putnam County, claiming that half 
of the impassable roads in that 
County are on the State highway 
system. The Greensboro Road, a 
State nighway, cannot be traveled 
in rainy weatne:.

Stassen said in a statement is- 
fued bs his office here that a con- 
test with Taft over Ohio delegates 
in the May 4 primary offers the 
oniv chance before the June con 
vention for a showdown at the bal 
let box between his and Taft's 
VIEWS. 

At the same time, the former 
Minnesota Governor announced he 
will not “consent to the filing” of 
a slate of delegates in New York) 
State in opposition to Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. He noted that in New 
York delegates may run unpledged 
and he predicted that other pri- 
mary elections will test out 
Dewey -Stassen differences In 
Aibany, Dewey had no comment 

Taft commented on the Ohio 
move: 

“I believe that Mr. Stassen has 
made a great mistake from his 
own standpoint in filing in Ohio 
contrary to the usual practice 
among those interested in main- 
taining. Republican Party har. 
mony. 2 

In his announcement, Stassen 
faid that he has a ‘high regard for 
Taft “and a sincere respect for his 
ability and his leadership in the 
Republican Party. 

“But the differences between us 
on both foreign and domestic pol- 
icy represent the major issues 
within the Republican Party. It is 
important that the people have an 
opportunity to express their views 
upon these policies prior to the 
_Mational convention next June. 

As a scramble started for Eisen 
hower’s supporters with collapse 
of the boom for the General, the 
possibility arose that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur may clarify his posi- 
tion in the GOP presidential 
sweepstakes.

The amazing lethargy of lawmakers 
toward the fundamental problems of in- 
flation is almost perfectly illustrated by 
the treatment of oleomargarine. 


Margarine is an effective substitute for 
butter. It is fully as good, and in some 
respects better, than butter itself. Long 
since has it ceased its role as the “poor 
man’s butter.” Today it is the only butter 
known by the millions who cannot afford 
to pay a dollar a pound and up for the 
dairy product. 


And while the price of butter spirals 
higher and higher, the people of Georgia 
are taking to margarine as never before. 
This is aptly illustrated in figures released 
by Marion Allen, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, which show that more than half 
again as much taxes have been collected 
on margarine since last July 1 than were 
collected during the entire 1947 fiscal year. 


Up through Jan. 22, Mr. Allen’s figures 
showed, Georgians paid taxes of $197,658.46 
on margarine. Total taxes collected dur 
ing the 1947 fiscal vear were $125,801.91. 
These figures indicate that margarine w1]! 
more than double in popularity this year. 


But the figures reveal more. They 
show the extent to which Georgia house- 
‘wives, attempting to beat inflation, are be- 
ing penalized by a vicious tax imposed 
upon oleomargine at the instance of the 


dairy lobby in order to attempt to elimi- 
nate competition. 

Margarine is the most heavily taxed of 
all food commodities. It is the only food 
product under control of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, On every pound of mar- 
garine the housewife buys she must pay a 
federal tax of 10 cents, So prohibitive is 
the federal license for selling colored mar- 
garine that only 364 retail dealers in Geor- 
gia are able to afford it, while nearly 7,000 
sell the uncolored product, and there are 
only 14 wholesalers in the State who han- 
dle colored margarine. : 

The dairy lobby has gone to such 
lengths to fight margarine’s popularity, 
and with such success, that sale of the but- 
ter substitute is circumscribed by all sorts 
of phony regulations, the breach of which 
makes the violator liable to fine and im- 
prisonment. 

For instance, if a private family has a 
paying guest, it is liable for the manufac- 
turer’s tax if margarine is colored in the 
home. Hospitals and charitable institu- 
tions which use margarine also must pay 
the manufacturers’ tax. 

Congressmen spend much time com- 
posing grandiose schemes to defeat infla- 
tion. They much better could serve the 
public by spending a little time repealing 
the taxes on margarine, reducing its sell- 
ing price to the consumer and, because of 
the added competition thus created, event- 
ually resulting in lower: butter prices, too.

Looking Into 
Entrails of Fowls 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—“Time was,” he said, 

“when the ancients looked into the entrails of 

fowls or stirred the steaming viscera of the 

lamb searching for something from the future, or to determine what 
would be the likely product of some venture. 


“Now,” he said sadly, “we peer into the entrails of the Gallup 
Poll or Dr. Roper’s operation on the average mind. Our pride in 
what we like to think of as a certain civilization, has not made us 
the less eager to seek advice from Augurs, from Oracles at Wash- 
ington or from Dr. Gallup or Dr. Roper instead of, as did the Greeks, 
the Delphic oracle. We are as hot after the oracles as the Greeks 
and Romans ever were. And no medicine man opening up an inno- 
cent dominecker rooster to peer at its entrails and obtain therefrom 
the likely outcome of the chief's plot to poison his brother and take 
over the throne, is worse than we, panting to Have revealed to 
us the will of the average mind. 


“We of the press,” he said, “take great pride in sending out re- 
porters to halt the fretful pedestrian and obtain from him his views 
so they may be presented in a display called “The Man On The 
Street.” 


“Hitler, Mussolini and Franco,” he said, “were 
creations of the average mind. They did not appeal 
to any great ideals, but entirely to selfish greed and to the historic 
desire of animal man to be put above all others and to be secure. 
So, Mussolini and Hitler and Franco preached a super race and a 
return to ancient triumphs with circuses and bread and an Army 
strong enough to make such a life possible. So, the average man 
in those countries whooped himself hoarse and went about saluting 
and ‘Heiling’ and bellowing ‘Duce’ and having himself a devil of 
a time in his uniform.” 


“Jefferson,” he said, “and I still hear him well spoken of, did 
not seek to find what the average mind wanted, or. conceived to 
be proper. He knew the average mind wants to follow, and so he 
set up the great ideals of a popular government, and of religious 
freedom and of separation of church from state. An average mind 
would never have suggested such bold and revolutionary measures. 
Jefferson did not peer into the entrails of a fow! or send out mes- 
sengers to see what the man on the street thought about it. He 
and the others, with capacity for great leadership, set up great 
heights to be stormed and they jolly well came close to failing 
because of the great weight of mediocrity and fear which they had 
to carry. But, the average mind followed and they won.” 


But, had they conducted a poll and peered into its entrails they 
would not have attempted it. 


“There is,” he said, “a great fretting today about lack 
of leadership. All over the world there is no leader- 
ship. Truman is no leader. Bevin is no leader. France is lead- 
erless. No leader has appeared in Europe. There are only the 


~dictators, Tito and Stalin and Franco and they rule by terror and 


by force. 


“So, it is,” he said, “that from the cradle to the grave the people 
of today are beset with a sense of futility and of frustration. Our 
homes for the mentally sick are crowded and the physicians who 
treat neuroses are crowded with patients. The horoscope columns 
are more popular than ever. Fortune tellers, though they dwell 
in shabby trailers, are visited by women with ermine coats. 


“We have carried into our schools and even into our labor 
unions, which are supposed to be progressive as are our schools— 
this passion for the average of man, not his best. 


“There are in every class students who show great 
capacity for learning -nd leadership. We press them 
back into the mvculd and make them conform to the average. In 
the composing rooms of the nation’s newspapers the best men are 
held back to the average and thus is stifled the pride of the crafts- 
man. In the great plants where skill and craftsmanship can still 
play a part the story is the same... let us base everything on 
what the average person can do. 


“If we are to save ourselves and the world,” he said, “we can- 
not save it with the great and unled and, even worse, uninspired 
majorities, who have been told that the end of man is amusement, 
money, publicity, self-glorification. 


“We are about to confuse democracy with mediocrity,” he said, 
“and when we finally do we have worked our ruin. 


“For mark you,” he said, “you may, and must have 
equality of opportunity in a democracy so that those 
of better minds and skills may develop and use them to lead and 
improve the democracy. 


“But you cannot have equality of opportunity and also equality 
of economic status. To have the first is to remove the latter for 
in equality of opportunity the best mind and skill will move ahead. 
If you have equality of status then you cannot allow equality of 
opportunity because if so the more skillful will not remain in equal 
status. The Russians tried to have both and they gave it the first 
real try, backed by guns and terror. And it still failed. There is 
no equality of economic status in the Soviet union today. 

“We need to develop our leaders and it means revising schools, 
concepts and directions,” he said. 

And having said, he arose and left us. 

One of the reasons I like to go to Washington is that around 
the press club you can always bend an ear into conversations— 
good ones too, if you know where to look.

Boxing Arena on 
Alabama Street? 


Can anybody verify my impression that, in 
the early months of 1912, there was a small 
, “sporting club” on Alabama Street, near Pryor, 
where boxing programs were staged for the “membership?” 

I have a dim memory of attending such an occasion soon after 
| first came to this city, which was in January, 1912. As I recall 
it, an acquaintance took me as his “guest,” is being a rule that only 
members and guests were admitted to the fights. It was, if I re 
member correctly, a small place, with tiered seats for a few hun- 
dred spectators around the ring. Furthermore, with everyone 
there smoking, by the time the main bout came on, it was diffi- 
cult to breathe, let alone see the action in the ring. 


My sole visit te this club came at a time when Atlanta topography 
was still, to me, rather unfamiliar. I think it was on Alabama 
Street, around the Pryor Street or Central Avenue sector. Does 
anyone remember such a place? 


Of course, I remember well the era of the 
locker clubs. 
“dry.” Under the then interpretation of the law, it was illegal to 
sell anyone a drink of liquor, either by bottle or glass. A man 
could, though, drink his own liquor, or give it to friends, without 
illegality. i 

The locker clubs, then, were clubrooms, usually up a flight of 
stairs, with locked individual cupboards for all members where, 
theoretically, at least, each member kept his persona] stock of 
liquor. The club’s revenue was derived from membership fees 
and from charges for service and “set-ups” for members and their 
guests. 

It worked, anyway. 

The main supply of liquor in those days was by out-of-State pur- 
chase and shipment by Railway Express. As I recall it, there was 
a limit on the amount any individual could thus ship into the State 
in any given month. Maybe two quarts, or perhaps four. 


Most Atlantans ordered their liquor from the wholesale houses | 


in Chattanooga. Long trains composed exclusively of express cars 
would roll into the station here on specified delivery days. 

» The two-quart packages would be unloaded and rushed to a spe- 
cial express office, perhaps set up for the occasion. 
signees would queue up outside that office and, one by one, take 
delivery of the package. 


‘ ‘ There was a time when it was illegal to sell even 
Near Beer beer in Georgia. The law said any beverage with 
more than a mere modicum of alcoholic content could not be sold. 
Which ruled out beer. 

So someone invented something called “near beer” which was, 
they said, beer without any alcohol at all. The best comment on 
the stuff was that it certainly wasn’t very “near.” It wasn’t. 

I knew a young doctor who tried the idea of adding a little pure 
alcohol to each bottle of “near beer.” But it didn’t improve it at all. 

Then, during the era of national prohibition (which never pro 
hibited) we had a lot of home brew. Stuff the proud home brew- 
ers thought was great. But which, usually, was a noxious potable. 

At that time I had a neighbor, a kind and delightful elderly 
character, who made his own home brew and was as proud of 
it as any new dad of his firstborn. I was very fond of the old 
man. But I hated to see him coming across to my door, on an 
evening, with half a dozen beer bottles. For I had sampled the 
stuff. It tasted of soap suds. 

It was my habit to pull down the kitchen blinds, after he had 
left, so I could empty the bottles into the sink. Then, of course, 
I had to be both voluble and enthusiastic in my thanks. 

And I always disliked lying, even in the cause of a neighbor's 
pride and happiness.

come would be all the more great. It would put the former Vice 
President in position to command real attention for the party nom 
nation four years hence. 
The alternative to such a course is to have himself stamped 
as a party outcast, hated by most Democrats and distrusted by all. 
These observers, therefore, foresee the possibility of Mr. Wal- 
lace giving up his present program in due time and finally taking 
the stump for President Truman’s re-election. They argue that 


it is the sensible thing for him to do. 

Stand All other things being equal, it is reasonable to suppose 
that he would be willing to balance off the score in favor 

of Mr. Truman’s domestic policies. A difference in foreign policy 

should not be enough to cause him to leave the party and go out 

on an independent opposition course of his own. 

But when it comes to the matter of prejudice, Mr. Wallace has 
more cause to support what he is doing. He is sorely put out with 
the President on two scores-—one his defeat for the Democratic 
vice presidential nomination last time, a defeat which denied him 
Mr. Truman’s present place in the White House, and the other is 
his ouster from the Cabinet. 

These are probably the guiding motives behind the Wallace 
action. And if that is true they likely will be controlling with him. 

It seems much too much to hope at this stage of things that he
